U. S. Probes Miss. Businessman’s Bias Charge 

The Defense Dept. quietly ordered a probe of a 
complaint from northern Mississippi's largest Negro 
businessman that he was being discriminated against 
on a $21,000 contract awarded his firm by the Green- 
ville (Miss.) Air Base, JET learned. 

The complaint, officials said, marked the first time 
a Negro businessman claimed that a Federal contract 
was being held up on racial grounds. 

Charles M. Watson, owner of a Cleveland, Miss. 
laundry, complained that he was awarded the con- 
tract this summer to do the laundry work for the 
base. To date he has not received any work. He 
claimed that his company in previous years outbid 
white companies for the contract (in 1954 and 1956) 
and that afterwards his company was investigated 
for incompetence. 

However, recently the Small Business Admn. is- 
sued him a certificate of competency after he put in 
new equipment to handle the contract. Watson re- 
fused to discuss the case. 
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Says Memphis Negroes ‘Took Over’ White Park 

Memphis police were searching for about 40 Negroes 
who allegedly went to a white park, “took over” the recre- 
ation area, playground and baseball diamond, then ran a 
white police captain back to his car, after he ordered them 
to leave. Four Negroes, one a 16-year-old, were arrested 
at Malone Park, where Capt. Dan J. Peeples estimated be- 
tween 40 and 50 Negroes cursed him, then advanced on 
him when he ordered them out. Robert L. Fartheree, 29, 
coach of the baseball team which took over the diamond, 
said he was just trying to get his team in shape. Far- 
theree and another man were fined $51 each for disor- 
derly conduct. A third man was released on a $36 bond. 


New Orleans Negro To Bid For La. House Seat 

A New Orleans Negro attorney, Lawrence A. Wheeler, 
announced he will be a candidate for state representative 
in the 1959 state Democratic primary. Wheeler has the 
endorsement of the interracial New Orleans Voters League, 
according to League President Dave Dennis. 


Negro Lawyer Named To Miami Housing Authority 

A Florida lawyer and former assistant state’s attorney 
was appointed to the Miami Housing Authority by Mayor 
Robert King High and became the first Negro named to 
the post. Mayor High pointed out that 79 per cent of the 
Miami public housing is occupied by Negroes and that 
other southern states had Negroes serving on housing 
agencies “with great success.” Arrington had served as an 
attorney for the FHA. 


Says Demos Might Split Over Civil Rights Issue 

Democratic National Chairman Paul M. Butler an- 
nounced his party will take a “positive and forthright 
stand” on civil rights at its 1960 convention and that the 
South will have to follow or “go its own way.” In a 
televised interview in Washington, D. C., Butler said the 
stands of Governors Orval E. Faubus of Arkansas, J. 
Lindsay Almond of Virginia and Marvin Griffin of Geor- 
gia on civil rights “do not represent the — of the 
Democratic Party.” 
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Atlanta Boy, 9, Gets Kiwanis Hero Award 

A nine-year-old Negro boy, who twice risked death in 
a blazing home to rescue his three-year-old sister, received 
the Atlanta (Ga.) Kiwanis Club’s Award of Honor for 
Heroism. Otis Whitner, the boy, carried Beverly Jean to 
safety following an explosion that resulted when the girl 
playfully poured gasoline on a coal stove. Later, Otis re- 
entered the blazing structure in the mistaken belief that 
his sister had wandered back into the house. He was hos- 
pitalized for a month with severe burns. 


Gov. Long Will Appear In La. Voting Probe 

Louisiana Gov. Earl K. Long advised that he would ap- 
pear before the Winn Parish Grand Jury, which is in- 
vestigating voter irregularities. His statement came fol- 
lowing notification that he had been subpoenaed to 
testify. Meanwhile, segregationists were locked out of the 
office of Winn Parish registrar, Mrs. Mary Flournoy, after 
asking to see her voter records.

Facing pee te odes 20 Court steps, raise his hand in a 
Marshall refused to gloat over win. V (for victory) sign, 
he refused, saying: “It’s not dignified.” The famed 
Howard University-trained lawyer then implored jubi- 
lant well-wishers to refrain from demonstrating. 

As contained and unaffected as he was, there was 
little doubt (even from Arkansas School Board lawyer 
Richard Butler) that the soft-drawling Thurgood was 
now the country’s greatest Constitutional lawyer. And 
his latest conquest—the continuation of school integra- 
tion at Little Rock Central High—was a mighty step 
forward in U. S. democracy. The decision stood as a 
guidepost for Federal judges in Dixie states to use in 
interpreting “deliberate speed” for desegregation. The 
ruling stripped away Dixie’s major barrier—violence or 
the threat of violence as a basis for delaying school in- 
tegration. 

In two dramatic appearances in the court’s extraor- 
dinary Little Rock hearings, Thurgood attacked as “un- 
constitutional and unfair” the two-and-one-half-year 
“cooling-off period.” Arguing that to approve the delay 
would be “bowing to violence,’ Thurgood charged that 
to grant the delay would be “a watering down of Con-

stitutional rights without a basis.” He charged that the 
Little Rock School Board had not, in its best ability, 
moved against the agitators, and had no concrete in- 
tegration program.

Two Atlanta Negroes unseated two white incumbents for 
posts on the Fulton County Democratic Executive Commit- 
tee and became the first Negroes elected to the posts. Atty. 
J. C. Daugherty,and Dr. C. A. Bacote, professor at Atlanta 
University, defeated the two white committee members 
and two other Negro candidates in the third ward where 
registered Negro voters outnumber whites 10,504 to 8,071. 


Fire Destroys Tent Of Ala. Negro Segregationist 

In Tallulah, Ala., fire destroyed the tent of a Negro 
preacher who advocates racial segregation. Rev. M. C. 
Willet, who had used the tent for the past few weeks during 
his campaign against integration in the South, estimated 
the damages at $400 and asked the state fire marshal’s 
office to investigate.

Dixie Racists Warned, U. S. Is Ready 


For defiant white southerners, and their iaw- 
abiding brethren alike, the word out of Washington, 
D. C., last week was not to be misunderstood. The 
Justice Dept. was ready to confer, would observe, 
and aid in control of any viclence which might 
erupt in newly-integrated communities, or in areas 
where mobs were a definite threat. The word, di- 
rected specifically at Little Rock, had been dictated 
by U. S. Atty. Gen. William P. Rogers, whose letters 
to the city manager and president of the Little Rock 
School Board, charted the government’s course in 
the troubled days ahead. In brief, his comment was 
this: the government was ready to lend a hand, but 
most important, he expected city officials to do their 
part, and thought the School Board might profit 
from the experiences of communities which had 
sought injunctions to restrain interference with 
orderly integration. 

Who is Rogers? At 45, and a comparative young- 
ster in the Washington scene, the Attorney General 
is personally in command of the Justice Dept’s. civil 
liberties problems. He has assigned an assistant 
attorney to follow every move taken in Little Rock, 
and is credited with providing Solicitor Gen. J. Lee 
Rankin with quick striking power in court cases. 
He is also credited (assisted by Mr. 
Rankin) with urging President 
Eisenhower to abandon a policy of 
no Federal intervention in the Little 
Rock request for an integration 
breather, resulting in the govern- 
ment’s brief insisting that integra- 
tion resume when school opened. 

A successor to Herbert Brownell Jr., 
he is dubbed a “modern Republican.” Rogers 
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N. C. Tot Drowns In Outside Toilet 


A one and a half year-old boy drowned in Eliza- 
bethtown, N. C., when he fell into an abandoned out- 
side toilet hole while playing with two older brothers, 
a sister and other neighboring children near his 
home. Douglas Kelly was pronounced dead at 
Robeson Memorial Hospital after Chester Horne an- 
swered the children’s call for help. Neighbors told 
Coroner Gordon Kinlaw the privy was abandoned, 
but Douglas’s mother said it was still being used. 











Jackie Robinson To Head D. C. Youth March 

Ex-baseball great Jackie Robinson was named marshal 
of a “Youth March for Integrated Schools,” slated for 
October 11 down Pennsylvania Ave. in Washington. The 
march of 1,000 New York Negro and white children is the 
outcome of a meeting called by A. Philip Randolph to 
protest segregated schools. The children will be driven 
to Washington by bus, walk to the White House to ask for 
an interview with President Eisenhower then present a 
petition stating their views on segregation to both houses 
of Congress. 


Ex-Theresa Hotel Manager Sues For $6,000 Salary 

William H. Brown, ex-manager of Harlem’s Theresa 
Hotel, filed suit for $6,000 in alleged back salary against 
the L. Jay Theresa Corp., former lessees of the 13-story 
building. Brown, who was replaced by former bandleader 
Andy Kirk when the Theresa Corp. was dispossessed and 
the hotel taken over by a Manhattan syndicate, said his 
contract was to run until February, 1959. 


Miss. Town’s List Of Fame Includes 2 Negroes 

The Holly Spring’s (Miss.) Civic Council has included 
two Negroes in a recently published list of noteworthy 
citizens produced by the town. They are Hiram Revels, 
who served as U. S. senator from Mississippi in 1870 and 
James Hill, a Mississippi secretary of state during the 
Reconstruction Period. ; 
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Race-Baiter Kasper Booed By Mixed N. C. Crowd 

Lanky John Kasper, the professional race-baiter and 
ex-convict, was heckled, jeered, booed and called a liar by 
an interracial crowd in Charlotte, N. C., then escorted 
away by police. Speaking on “racial purity” on the Meck- 
lenburg County Courthouse steps, Kasper was frequently 
interrupted by his audience of about 150 reporters, teen- 
agers, policemen and Negroes. When the agitator began 
varying his pronunciation of Negro from the accented “O” 
to the flat, slurring “nigger,” one Negro shouted “watch 
that ‘O,’ you’re better educated than that.” Finally, Police 
Chief E. C. Kelvey warned Kasper “that’s just about 
enough” and took him away in a patrol car as a Negro boy 
ran behind shouting “I don’t like you either.”

NEGROES, FACING 30-1 ODDS. 


Editor’s Note: When long-smoldering tensions between 
London Negroes and whites erupted into bloody street 
battles that dragged on into last week, JET telephoned 
its London correspondent for the eyewitness report that 
follows:

The only people taking comfort from the overnight 
arrival of color-hate rioting in London are those who can 
now say, “I told you so.” 

For several years a very small minority of newspaper 
columnists, opinion analysts and others -have refuted 
British pride in “no prejudice here” and labelled it simply 
hypocrisy. 

The past week in London, the past month in five major 
provincial cities, has proven the prejudice to exist. Worse, 
when nearly 50 men came before Tuesday’s police courts 
in London for rioting, only one man went to prison—a 
Negro. The whites went free. 

As I write, for nearly a week now colored people have

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U. S. Attorneys Map Legal Action Against Faubus 

In the wake of the Supreme Court’s order that Little 
Rock’s high schools integrate immediately, justice depart- 
ment attorneys mapped legal plans to deal with the clos- 
ing of the schools by Gov. Orval Faubus. Although the 
attorneys were mum, two legal actions seemed possible: 
1) a possible contempt proceeding against Faubus on the 
grounds that he violated an anti-segregation injunction 
issued against him last Sept. 20 by Judge Ronald N. Davies, 
and 2) a Federal court suit testing the constitutionality 
of the hastily enacted law empowering Faubus to close 
the schools. , 

Their students faced possible loss of accreditation for 
admission to colleges and universities for at least a year 
according to the North Central Assn. of Colleges and Sec- 
ondary Schools, the accrediting body.

High School and forced 13 Negroes to 
return home, 15-year-old blonde stu- 
dent leader Jessie Angelina Evans 
didn’t wait for Supreme Court action 
to begin fighting the segregationists. 
As president of the Student Council, 
Jessie Angelina (who prefers to be 
called “Angie”) rallied students to sup- 
port the Negroes and “told-off” a group 
of the boycotters’ parents. Outspoken 
: Angie declared “I think that Negroes 
& et . should have equal rights in all places 
Jessie Evans . .. I think they should be allowed to 
go to white churches and eat in white restaurants.” 
A soft-spoken, grey-eyed junior, Angie attended a 
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himself and the state squarely in contest with the Federal 
government by closing Front Royal’s high school after a 
Federal court ordered it to admit 22 Negro students. Local 
church groups drummed up “keep the school open” senti- 
ment and senior class president Mike Berryman declared: 
“We’re going to have to face it sooner or later. It’s the law 
of the land,” he said, indicating he favored school integra- 
tion. In other integration developments: 

@ Norfolk, Va.: School opening was delayed until Sept. 22 
and school officials asked a Federal court to relieve them 
of a state injunction against assigning 17 Negroes to all- 
white schools. 

@ Charlottesviile, Va.: Parents joined in a save-the-schools 
drive as the school opening date was moved to Sept. 22. 

@ Gainesville, Fla.: Welcomed by a handshake from a 
former editor of the school’s newspaper, George H. Starke, 
a business administration graduate of Morehouse College, 
registered as a University of Florida law student and 
became the first Negro to be admitted to the school.

packed School Board meeting to ask “Have you thought 
what you make those Negro children feel like, running 
them out of school?” 

While members of the School Board sat in silence, she 
revealed that a Student Council poll among the 610-pupil 
school found only 45 hookey-playing boycotters against 
integration. As angry adults shouted objections, she 
pointedly asked: 

“If we don’t object, why should anyone else?” Angie 
found plenty of support. Proudly she explained: “Yes sir, 
my pastor, Rev. William Wilder, says I did right and so 
does the principal of the school, Mr. Calvin Patterson. 
Lots of teachers support me.” Her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
George Evans, who approved of the way she handled the 
integration crisis, suffered no reprisals although they 
operate a grocery store and could be hurt. Said Angie: 
“Their attitude is for me to do what I think is right.” 
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Integration Smooth At Owensboro, Ky., High School 
Eight Negro pupils were admitted for the first time to 
Owen County (Ky.) High School in an operation which 
the principal said is “running smoothly.” The school, 
with 370 white pupils, was ordered integrated last spring 
by a Federal judge, who granted the School Board an 
extension in a suit to integrate elementary schools. 


White Women Menace Negro School Kids In Ky. Town 

Two Negro men, barred from taking youngsters to an 
integrated Madisonville, Ky., elementary school, were 
freed on $250 bond following charges that one brandished 
a knife at a mob of white women, and that the other 
slapped a woman. Harvey Hayden and Perry Hodges were 
arrested after arriving at the school with four colored and 
one white child. The white child ran crying into the build- 
ing, one Negro child fled, sobbing, as the crowd demon- 
strated, and the other three were escorted into the Pride 
Ave. School by state troopers.

Thwarted in an attempt to enroll a daughter in a white 
Gulfport, Miss., school, because his wife left town with 
his five children, Rev. Clennon King began a period of 
fasting and praying, and declared he would not stop until 
some Negro family tried to integrate a Mississippi white 
school. Meanwhile, his congregation passed a resolution 
refuting the statement of Gulfport’s Mayor R. B. Mead- 
ows, who said they were “satisfied” with race relations. 
However, few Negroes would sign the petition. 


21 N. Y. Kids Charge Bias In School Zoning Plan 

Parents of 21 New York school children kept them home 
and threatened court tests of the Board of Education’s 
zoning regulations. Spokesmen for the children charged 
that the regulations resulted in their children being as- 
signed to inferior, all-Negro schools. 
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Parents Cause Collapse Of Ark. Student Strike 

An anti-integration strike at Van Buren (Ark.) High 
School collapsed because the parents of thre 55 strikers 
were more concerned with the probability that their chil- 
dren would fail their classes if they stayed out longer 
than with the withdrawal of the Negroes. However, the 
strike succeeded in that 13 Negroes who had integrated 
the high school, refused to return. 


N. Y. Episcopal Priest Named Atlanta U. Chaplain 

A New York priest, Rev. Warren Scott, was appointed 
the Episcopal chaplain to the Atlanta University Center at 
Atlanta. Curate of St. Philips Church for the past 16 
years, Rev. Scott has studied at the University of Edin- 
burgh, Scotland, and served as international’secretary of 
the Episcopal Student Movement of Great Britain and 
Ireland for three years.

A 42-year-old Alexandria, Va., mother of eight children, 
Mrs. Blois O. Hundley, who was fired from her school 
cook’s job because she joined in suit to integrate George 
Washington High School, said many white people called 
to offer her jobs, but that she would try to get her old 
job back. Supt. of Schools T. C. Williams, who felt she 
had “to be made an example of,” said Mrs. Hundley’s 
three years’ work “was entirely satisfactory,” except for 
her insistence on integration. Mrs. Hundley, whose hus- 
band is in a mental institution, is her family’s sole 
breadwinner. 


Nixon’s Kids Switch Schools; Still Integrated 

Vice President Richard M. Nixon’s daughters switched 
from public to private schools in Washington this year, 
but their new school is also integrated. A spokesman in 
Nixon’s Office said that Patricia, 12, and Julie, 10, were en- 
rolled in Sidwell Friends Private School this fall. Tricia 
graduated last term from Horace Mann, an integrated 
elementary school where Julie was also enrolled as a 
student. 
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Ghee Publishes Book He Hopes Will Die 
: A Chicago businessman, who publishes 
a new travel guide to help Negro tourists 
avoid Jim Crow restaurants, hotel and 
public travel accommodations, said he 
hopes for the day that no one will buy 
the book. Walter L. Lowe, prominent 
South Side insurance broker and presi- 
dent of the Tourist Motor Club, said the 
TMC Travel Guide, 1958-59 lists establish- 
Lowe ments in the U. S. and abroad where

A 70-year-old Waco, Texas, white man, Jim Holt, was 
charged with murder after he shot to death 13-year-old 
Leon Vincent, who had shot at a pigeon on top of Holt’s 
house with a BB gun. Donald Harris, 14, told police he and 
another boy were with Vincent and had been shooting BB 
guns along the railroad tract when Holt ordered them to 
leave the area. Harris said they shot at the pigeon on 
Holt’s house as they walked away.

It didn’t surprise me a bit the other 
day when toothpick-chompin’ “Sad Sam” 
Jones of the St. Louis Cardinals became 
the first pitcher since 1941 to strike out 
more than 200 batsmen in one year. Heck, he almost 
did that back in 1955 when he whiffed 198. I’ve always 
had a lot of respect for Sam, always believed he was 
one of the game’s greatest pitchers. 

His curve ball, easily the most spectacular in the 
league, breaks about three feet. His fast ball runs 
into you and if you don’t meet it right, it’ll almost 
knock the bat out of your hands. I never had much 
luck hitting against Sam. But I wasn’t by myself. 

I remember once when Jones was pitching for the 
Cubs in 1955, the Dodger’s Pee Wee Reese was at bat. 
The count was 3-2. Jones went into that herky-jerky 
motion of his and let the ball go. Reese hit the deck, 
thinking it was headed toward him. But it turned out 
to be a strike and Reese was out. He got up, dusted off 
his backsides, then came back to the dugout grum- 
bling: “In all my years playing baseball, I’ve never 
struck out sitting down.” 

That was the same year that Sam pitched a no- 
hitter against Pittsburgh. Although he walked the 
dases in the ninth inning, he turned around and 
coolly fanned sluggers Dick Groat, Roberto Cle- 
mente and Frank Thomas to win 4-0. 

I guess his lack of control was the reason the Cubs 
finally traded him to the Cardinals in 1956. But I think 
they were foolish. You don’t solve a problem by getting 
rid of it. You work with it. Jones didn’t have good con- 
trol because he was throwing off balance. He would 
rare back, taking his eye off the plate, then cut loose 
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without following through properly. In other words, he 
had most of his 210 pounds shifted back when it should 
have been forward. His left foot wasn’t coming down 
directly toward the plate. 

So Cardinal Manager Freddie Hutchinson worked 
with Sam and had him cut down on his windup. 
Today he’s one of the best control pitchers in base- 
ball. The same fellow who set a league record in 
1955 by walking 185 men, now nears the end of the 
season with only 86 bases on balls. His 206 strike- 
outs represent a ratio of better than 2 to 1 over his 
walks. 

Even so, if I were catching Sam, I’d make him use his 
fast ball more, because he throws so many curves. I’d 
make him stop trying to throw the ball so hard, be- 
cause he doesn’t always know where it’s going. Of 
course that’s an advantage, in a way, since the batters 
don’t know where it’s going either. They can’t dig in 
and get set on him. You know, no batter wants that 
“pea” buzzing at his head. 

I notice he pitches a little slow stuff occasionally 
to throw the batter’s timing off, but he really 
doesn’t have to. He gets a lot of deception with 
those over-hand, three-quarter and side-arm pitches 
of his. Beside, his roundhouse curve will fake you 
clean out of the park. 

His manager said once: “When Sam is right, there 
isn’t a club in the league that can beat him. That guy 
could be a 25-game winner, if he didn’t tend to get a 
mite careless once in a while.” 

Although Sam is already 32 and athletic old age waits 
just around the corner for him, I think that 25-game 
season is waiting too.
